COSUL'CTOR COVELAND STILL 
ALIVK. 


Tlie conductor of the train, G. C. 


Copeland, of St. Lonjs, who was re- 
ported among the dead, is still 
alive. He was removed to the rail- 
road hospital at Moberly. 
With a 


fractured skull and several broken 
ribs, he lingers between life and 
death, but the surgeons express a 
hope that he will recover. 
Conduc- 


tor Copeland was supposed to bo 
dead when taken from the wreck, 
and his body, with a handkerchief 
drawn over the face, was ranged in 
a row with the seven corpses. 
A 


few minutes later some one observed 
a sign of life and he was quickly 
transferred to a stretcher and given 
every possible attention. 


Of the nineteen others injured, 


not one is in a critical condition. 
Among them all there is not one 
broken limb, though many of them 
were thrown three-quarters of the> 
length of the coaches in which they 
were riding. 


All indications are tliat death 


came to at least fonr of the five un- 
fortunate mail clerks almost in- 
stantly. Their car pitched end first 
through the break in the trestle, and 
they must have been drowned in the 
raging stream while in an uncon- 
scious condition. 
The remains of 


the four were carried from the 
wreck and were recovered some dis- 
tance down the stream. There wore 
signs of life in the body of the fifth 
mail clerk, when rescuers dragged 
him from the wreck, but he died in 
a few minutes after on the_bank of 
the creek. 


It was feared there were more 


bodies in the stream, but a careful 
search proved that the fatalities 
were limited to those already 
named. Today bnt a small stream 
was flowing beneath the trestle 
where the wreck occurred, tu or- 
dinary weather it is a dry creek 
bed. The storm of Saturday, which 
was almost u cloudburst, had swol- 
len the little stream to torrential 
proportions. The flood carried away 
a wagon bridge a shirt distance 
above the Wabash trestle. The 
wreck of this bridge was hurled 
down upon the railroad trestle and 
carried away a row of wooden sup- 
ports in the center. 


A neighboring farmer noticed the 


perilous condition of the trestle, 
and resolved "to flag the passenger 
train, which he know to be about 
due. 
For nearly an hour he stood 


in the terrible downpour of rain, 
only to fail at last in his good in- 
tentions, for when the 
Wabash 


company's New York fast mail 
came thundering on, the storm wa: 
almost blinding, and the engineer 
evidently could not see the signal 
which tho farmer so frantically 
waved across the track. 


The locomotive struck the trestle. 


A moment later the disaster was 
presented in all its horrors. The 
engine passed over, bnt the tender 
went through, with tho tumbling 
bridge. 
The baggage car topplcc 


off on its side, while the mail car 
which followed, pitched into the 
stream end first. Every life in thi 
cir was lost. The smoker, next be 
hind, followed. 
It waa 'in this ca 


that Conductor Copeland was rid 
ing. The other occupants escape* 
serious injury. The chair car, iies 
behind, also plunged in upon th 
mass of wreckage end first, and a! 
its passengers were thrown into th 
forward end in an indesfribabl 
heap. How they escaped with n 
more serious injury is a mysto 
which all the passengers in this 
coach are pnzssled over. Tlje front 
end of tho sleeper, next in tho rear, 
jammed into the protruding end of 
tho chair car, and was thus pre- 
vented from following the others 
into the chasm.

His sworn statement 
was that the vessel was beyond the 
three-mile limit when fired upon 
and seized. 
This statement dis- 


pleased the Spaniards and Fonin 
was, therefore, detained and charged 
with perjury. 


Consul General Lee as yet ha* re- 


ceived no instructions from Wash-, 
ington to employ counsel to defend 
the prisoners. A Spanish magistrate 
said the men would undoubtedly bo 
found guilty again and sentenced to 
death or long terms of imprison- 
ment, but added "their friends need 
not fear their being executed or de- 
ported.

"The friends of silver, although 


nice defeated, are not yet demoral- 
zed. 
This will not be true after a 


lecond defeat," he wamingly says. 
'In onr nest great battle wo must 
vin or our cause is lost.'' 


Although Mr. Boies has in private 
requehtly expressed hostility to the 
6 to 1 plank of the Chicago plat- 
orin, this is the first authoritative 
leclaration from him to the effect, 
n publicly declaring it to be u dead 
ssue, he gives at length his reasons 
or asserting it to be such. He says 
he voters buried it under tho belief 
hat it meant silver monometallism, 
rare and simple, which would in- 
crease instead of diminish the mis- 
ortunes attributed to the single 
gold standard. 


"It matters not," he .says, "how 


wo convince the people the gold 
standard is wrong, unless wo con- 
duce them that what we oiYer in its 
place is better instead of worse."

The See Yups have the new 
Chinese minister to thank for this 
reversal of the action of his prede- 
cessor, who decided that they were 
highbinders and members of a sedi- 
tions organization. 
Not. being able 


to apply the laws of this country to 
the case, punishment was meted out 
to the relatives of tho leaders of tho 
organization who wero in China. 
As some of these were lx>rn in Cali- 
fornia, international complications 
wore threatened.

the most sensational tragedies ever 
enacted in North Texas Ux>k place 
in tho M E. church in Pleasant Val- 
ley, 
Dalla-s 
county, twenty-two 


miles north of this city, in the 
course of the service* Sunday. A 
farmer 
named August Garrison 


and Frank Jones, art- dead, and 
Thomas Jones 
probably 
fatally 


wounded. The'Garrison and Jones 
families aro among the mo<t promi- 
nent planters in this section of 
Texas. They own adjoining planta- 
tions and have been on the best of 
social terms for many years. Au- 
gust (iarrisoii WIH a married man, 
and had a daughter sixteen years 
old, named 
Louis. 
The Jones 


brothers were singh*. Frank Jones., 
for a year or more, had been very 
partial in his attention to Garri- 
son's 
daughter. 
Recently the 


girl charged 
him, with having 


ruined her under promise of mar- 
riage. Garrison swore he would 
have the life of tho betrayer of bis 
daughter. Mutual friends succeed- 
ed in keeping the men apart until 
yesterday, when the first meeting 
between them took place. Garrison 
and the Jones family worship at tho 
same church. Just as the preacher 
had taken his text after prayer and 
the singing of a hym, Garrison, who 
had a seat near the door, stepped to 
the doorway, it is believed, to get 
some fresh air, as the atmosphere 
in the building was oppressive. He 
had no more than reached the door 
when the congregation was startled 
by a 
fusilado of pistol 
shots. 


Nearly a do/on were fired in about 
as many seconds. When the firing 
ceased,- 
August 
Garrison 
and 


Frank Jones wero lying dead iu 
front of the church steps and 
Thomas Jones was stretched on the 
lawn near by, one hand clasped on 
bis right thigh and in his left he 
had a pistol. His righ't thigh bone 
in front was shattered by a 42- 
calibre pistol ball that had torn its 
way downward tearing away the 
flesh for a distance of six inches, 


statement of the shooting was 


brief and in substance that he and 
his brother, Frank, wero approach- 
ing the church door and were with- 
in ten feet of it when Garrison ap- 
peared and instantly drew his 
pistol. 
His brother, 
Frank, 
he 


said, was hit by the first disv 
charge and before he could draw 
his weapon, Thomas drew his pistol 
and opened fire on Garrison ia de- 
fense of his brother, Frank. Garri- 
son, after Frank.fell, opened fire on 
him (Thomas). Frank Jones was 
shot three times, once in the region 
of the heart, once in the right side 
and once in tin- abdomen. Garrison 
received but one bullet and that 
pierced his heart. 
Neither man 


lived long enough to realize his fate. 
Parties came to Dollis to arrange for 
the undertaking details to report to 
the sheriff and to take physicians 
to attend Thomas Jones, who is not 
expected 
to 
recover 
irom his 


wounds.

Money was pouring in faster tlian it 
was going out. 
Business men, 


capitalists and merchants were de- 
positing their cash, 
These men 


who knew rock-ribbed solvency of 
tho oldest National bank in Indiana 
liad no fear of financial or disaster. ' 
Where one dollar was withdrawn 
iwowere deposited. 
Several well 


known capitalists placed large sums 
with the bank and many new ac- 
counts opened. Those who had with- 
drawn funds were surprised that 
their own alarm was not shared by 
the large depositors, and bv noon it 
began to be understood that there 
was no 
danger. 
The run had 


stopped. Now and .then a farmer, 
who hud hurried late to tho city

$10,000 was made to promote the 
culture of the sugar beet, and n state 
bounty will be paid on the crop. 
The state department of agriculture 
has selected fifteen tracts in thir- 
teen different counties for official 
tests. Each farmer owning the land 
chosen is paid f 25 for its use and 
furnished with rain gauges. He is 
required to make weather observa- 
tions three times a day, and send 
weekly reports to the state bureau. 
Sugar beet seeds are supplied to 
other farmers who agree to send in 
reports at intervals during the 
eaaon. By the end of the year 
iew Yofk will have obtained n Inrge 
nnd of information on sugar beet 
traditions throughout the state, and 
t a small cost. 
One great advantage to the farmer 


growing sugar beets is that it 


rings into his neighborhood a large 
actory with a numerous force of 
workers, adding to the population 
nd to the demand for. other articles 
rodueed on the form. The average

During Lynn's curly days ho cotlld nl- 


irays bo found along tho docks, and he 
soon turned out to be one of tlio best swim- 
mers on the river.

life. Tho last ton years ht- has been a tua- 
rlnc reporter »t Port Huron.

receive a itieflnl for heroic arvicc, but It 
was not fur actual llfo saving In thli case, 
but for jiartk-ularly gallant but unsuc- 
cessful nttenipS to save life. When the 
schooner William Shnpc went ashore 
above Fort Gratiot light during the great- 
storm of May, 1S04. ynnne Lynn was on 
tho tug Thompson looking after marine 
news, and this tug towed the volunteer 
llfo fiiiving crew out to the wreck. At tho 
critical moment one of tho volunteers re- 
fused to go into the yawl, saying that 
nothing conM he done to save tha crew In 
such ;t storm with an open jr-iwl. 
Lynn 


chawed the Ktuff that he is mode of by 
•walking up to Captain Cox of tho tug. 
saying that lie would tako this volunteer's 
plnce. Tho boat was pulled tip to the tng 
and Lynn was the first one to jump into 
the boat. "Come along, yon fellows," ho 
Mir], "there Is no one Ihing that can say 
that tho Lynns arc not pnmc." The vol- 
unteer crew pulled to the wrecked vessel, 
and wa» about to take the men off when 
three largo seas filled the boat and she 
rolled over. They all tried to get Kick to 
the l»nt, but the sen was so high they 
cotild do nothing but endeavor to reach 
tho fihore, aboni three-quarters of a mile 
away. Lynn was tho only ono to rcuch 
theehoro alive. He come In'about one 
wile below the wrtck. The United Stat™ 
signal ofllct at Port Huron registered a 
wind velocity of 67 miles an hour In that 
gnlc just about tho tlnjn that the volun- 
teer crew ret out. After the four *olun- 
ierrs lost tbuir lives n special tnilti went 
after the government life savers at Sand 
Beach ond they arrived later in the otter- 
noon and took the crow off. 


So Mr. Lynn did not succeed In saving 


a llfo in this case. But the heroism of his 
attempt nono tho less appealed to every 
ono who hcnrd of it, and citizens of Port 
Huron made n request for nn adequate 
recognition of his gallantry by the govern- 
ment. Tho medal Is being made at the 
Philadelphia mint.

WORK HORSES TO LET. 


Huy Htt*J itally—Mm'IVho Hlfe Them 
•i,.! Why 'riu-y- Do It. 


A ini'.tt v ho had M.-IOI at one time 


and anotiii'r here ind there, in 
town a sign like this, "Good Work 
Horses to Let," and liad a. vague 
idea that the few work, horses that 
were let mn-t be hir«d by iurn who 
were not a I U- to buy tuhorsc, found 
upon intit.uy that his ideas on this 
subject were very iimc'uquate. It is 
of conm1 pi issihle tliat-a work horse 
might be h:Td by u intr.i not able to 
buy one, but it wmUUiuite as like- 
ly be hirM by a wan or a linn that 
could afford to buy ],(M)0*lior.-ies if it 
were desirable to do so. As a mat- 
ter of fact, work horses»are hired by 
a great variety of men. 


There are .stable ownurs who make 


a business of letting work horses, 
and work horses are sometimes let 
by other lar;;o bus ness concerns 
employing; 
many horses which 


might not all bo fully employed the 
year round; so might be the case, 
for example, with the horses of en 
ice company or a street sprinkling 
concern or other enterprise using 
many horses whose business runs 
more or less in se.isons. It does not 
by nny means follow that because a 
man hires a work bom) he must 
take u poor one if he could.get n 
good one, and ho usually can get a 
good hors". Many of the work 
horses that arb let are of the very 
best grade, fine draft horses.that are 
well cared for and aro in perfect 
condition. 
Work horses are let 


rnoftly to truckmen, but they are 
also let to many other users of 
horses. 


At one establishment where work 


hor.-:es are let no horse is ever let to 
go out of the city. Most stables havo 
customers wlio come to them when 
they want a horse and are known. 
The stronger is asked for a refer- 
ence. The superintendents of'stables 
whore work horses are let have a 
wide acquaintanceamong truckmen; 
they know personally many of them, 
and the stranger is likely to he able 
to refer to somebody who is known. 
A man who has been for years in 
charge of a large stable which lets 
work horses in this manner said 
that he had never lost a horse. 


Horses generally nre better treat- 


ed now tlnn they formerly were, 
owing to the stringent enforcement 
of the laws against cruelty to ani- 
mals and to greater consideration on 
the part df drivers. Of course there 
have alwr.—s been men who treated 
horses kindly; there are moro than 
ever of them now. No establish- 
ment owni'ig work horses which it 
lets will ever let twice to a man who 
ill treated n horse. 


Horses are cheaper than they used 


to be, and the price of hiring a work 
horse is less. Formerly $3 a day 
was churg'il for the hire of a work 
horn;; now a good work horse can 
be hired for $1.CO a day, and the 
owner give s with the, horse when il 
goes out n suitable noonday feed. A 
man who knows about these things 
say that, taking them altogether, 
there are thousands of work horses 
hired in this city daily.—New York 
Sun.

nityer Trial*. 


Wherever a eiise which excites natlona 


comment is tried iu .-my of tho higher 
courts, the presiding judge Is almost sure 
to bo wldfly criticised, no mutter what his 
rulings may be. lint few jmlpe* Imvo hnd 
more uxtenslvc cxperiunco in tearing pub- 
lic criticism, however, thiin Juptice Bmd- 
ley, whoso decisions recently sot froo the 
Supw tniFt magnates. For eight jeaw 
ho has been :i justice of tho supremo court 
of the District of Columbia, and during 
thnt time more of his decisions havo been 
reversed by the higher'courts than of any 
of his associates. 


Ono of his rulings which was reoently 


overturned wnq in tho raise of a colored 
iiinn minted Giftv, who killed H man last 
August. Justice T) mil Icy held that, since 
the crime was committed prior tt the pos- 
tage of nn act of congress for the District 
which reduced the number of crimes pun- 
ishable by death and graduated the degrees 
of murder, the jury could not convict the 
man, there being, ticcordlng to tho justice, 
no law to cover tho crime of murder at 
that (lute. The court of appeals denounced 
this decision tis unreasonable.

In court he preserves n very dignified bear- 
ing and ftscumoa an nir of scholarly re 
servo. He insists upon the strictest de- 
corum in tho courtroom ind often repri 
mends spcctntors For the rtfiphtestof noises. 
HP is liot popular nrnollft.^iw.vofti, who do 
not like his habit of rendering decisions 
offhand. 


The justice is about 50 years old. He 


comes of nn old and aristocratic Washing- 
ton family. liis father vn>9 a judge befon 
him, nnd ho himself hml gained some lit 
tie distinction as a lawyer before President 
Bnrrlmn appointed bin to tho bench. 
Justice Bradloy's salary Is only 94,000
